Treating the Irritable Colon 


Are any special foods the 
cause of spastic colitis? 
Miss R. M., Ohio 
Dear Miss M .: 
I m ust assum e that the 
diagnosis of spastic colitis was 
made by your doctor rather 
than by you or a friend. 
F ar too often, the term 
“ spastic colon” is a self- 
diagnosis that has no validity. It 
is applied by many people to 
any form of abdominal distress 
or to other 
intestinal com­ 
plaints. 
Spastic 
colitis 
(m ucous 
colitis) is a specific disorder of 
the large intestine. Sometimes, 
it 
is 
referred 
to 
as 
an 
“irritable” 
colon. 
This con­ 
dition frequently occurs in 
people who are highly tense and 
anxious. 
Dr. Alexander Richman, of 
New York City, an authority on 
diseases of the gastro-intestinal 
tract, 
believes 
that 
both 
emotional factors and physical 
factors induce and maintain 
long-lasting 
sym ptom s 
of 
spastic colitis. 
Poor bowel habits, lack of 
moderation in the use of alcohol 
and tobacco, and dietary in­ 
discretions are the m ajor 
physical causes of spastic 
colitis. 
Chrome fatigue or the abuse 
of laxatives and enemas may 
also play a role in the establish­ 
ment of this disorder. 
Generally, a bland diet is 
beneficial. Raw vegetables and 
raw fruits should usually be 
avoided.

of Harbison Development Corp 
which is building a new town 
near Columbia 
The drafting committee is an 
outgrowth of a meeting last 
November in Paris involving 
representatives of 28 countries. 
Gross 
said 
Among 
those 
countries w ere Soviet Bloc 
members Poland and Hungary 
"What became clear at the 
meeting in November was that, 
regardless of politics in the 
nation, the problems of building 
these towns are essentially the 
same. Gross said 
For instance. Gross said he 
was particularly impressed by 
the town of Evry, a planned 
community just outside Paris 
where he felt they have been 
successful in doing what he 
hopes to do at Harbison 
"The way they are blending 
together the commercial and

We use the word 
today to apply to one who gives 
testimony in a court of law 
There is, however, another 
m eaning of “ w itness ” The 
modern word comes from an 
ancient word meaning "m ar­ 
tyr." One who gave his life for a 
cause was a m artyr or witness.
